Counsel said that the family originally con- 
sisted of John, Edward, Georgina (the testa- 
trix), and another sister, who married and 
became Mrs. Kennedy, and who was the 
mother of the defendant in this action. They 
lived at 13 Heytesbury street, Dublin. They 
were picture-restorers, and thev seemed io 
have accumulated a great deal of money. For | 
51 vears Dr. Lennon had been medical atten- 
dant of the family, and a very close and 
trusted friend as well. John died first and 
Edward died in 1919, and he, by his will. 
made Dr. Lennon his executor, and left £1.000 
to his sister, Mrs. Ellen Kennedy, mother of 
the defendant, Mrs. Gray. He also left her 
and her two daughters the residue of his 
estate. subject to the payment of small leca- 
cies. They each got £1,000 ont of the estate. 
After Edward’s death in 1919 Miss Georcina | 
Tracey went to live with her sister, Mrs. 
Y anedy, at 76 Cabra Park. Phibshoro’, In 
1921 she had a six months’ illness, and 
during that time the only person she trusted 
was Dr. Lennon. She had her account in the | 
Camden street branch of the Ulster Bank, | 
and she used to ask Dr. Lennon to go over 
there once a week and draw the amount of 
money that was necessary to pay the nurses. 
who were attending to her and to buy neces. | 
sarv food and nourishment for herself. Pr. | 
Lennon kent a diary of all his dealings with | 
testatrix from March 26th, 1921. to March | 
10th, 1930. and his lordship wovld see from 
this that the doctor acted as her banker, and | 
in every: wav as a gentleman who was ahse 
Intelv trusted gv her. Dr. Lennon entered in 
the diarv exactly what he had done. and. how 
much money he had drawn out, and these 
diaries were for a while in the possession of 
the defendant after the death of Georgina 
Tracey. These diaries had heen examined 
hy a chartered acconntant, and had heen 
found to he absolrtely correct. Tater she 
went to lodge at 568 North Cirevler road, 
and there took two rooms from a Miss Tilv 
McCrudden. She naid £1 5s. a week there 
She lived quietly, being visited every week hv 
Dr. Lennon, who continued to draw money for 
her and make entries in her diary. 

SOME ECCENTRICITIES. 

The testratrix was an extremely shrewd lady, 
said counsel, but she had some eccentricities. 
For instance, she once broke a cup, and, 
she was vather penuriouns, she did not like the 
idea of huying new cups, and preferred to 
drink her tea out of a duck egg shell, which 
might fall, but would do no harm, She was 
very, tender-hearied towards animals, She 
had a pet cat, and when it was 
out on a wet night she cried very bitterly. 
She was also very fond of dogs. On one 
occasion she hired a small boy to bring home 
a goat from O'Connell street, which she found 
being ill-treated, its horn being broken. This 
goat she had brought to 568 North Circular 
road. On arriving there, the goat charged 
through the hall, went out through the back 
decor, and played havoc with the flowers. She 
then gave 10s. to a man to take the goat 
away and find a home for it. Another of | 
her peculiarities was that she did not like. 


men. She hated men, said counsel. (Laugh- 


ter.) 

Mr. Justice Hanna—She preferred dogs. 
(Laughter ) | 

Mr. O’Connor—Yes; she was like Lamr- | 
tine, who said: “ The more I know of men, | 
the more I love dogs.”

two nurses. Counsel asked his lordship in.

costs. The case; if it had gone on, wonld 
have taken a very considerable time, and he 
asked his lordship to take into account that 
in withdrawing opposition to the will the 
defendant had saved the estate a great deal . 
of expense, 

Mr. O'Connor said that the question of 
ensts was a matter entirelv for his lerdshin.

The disbandment of certain full-time 
stafis of the “B' class and the border 
Customs patrols wil] cause great hardship 
to the men affected, particularly those who 
have families dependent on them. The 
axe has pruned the financial tree to the 


extent of £679,000. 
AN AMBITIOUS VISI/ON. 


An jnteresting suggestion has been made 
by Mfg. Robert Bailie, Chairman of the 
Ulster Tourist Development Association. 
The progress of musical culture in the 
province during recent years has been 
remarkable, and in almost every town of 
importance festivals for competitions in 
song, folk-lore and old-time dancing, 
together with instrumental] tests, are held. 
There also has been growth in other 
branches of art, and painting and the 
drama have become very important cont 
siderations in the life of the community. 
In fact, we have educationists who advo- 
cate Royal Charters for music and 
ainting societies, similar to the national 
institutions in Dublin. 

With all these advantages at our dis- 
posal,,it has been suggested by Mr. Bailie 
that a festival of an imposing nature 
should be organised to include all the 
arts, and of such magnitude as would be 
interested in 


The vision is ambitious, and is worthy of 
consideration. The minstrelsy of Ireland

compare. To ensure the success of such 
a movement, however, there would have 
to be co-operation between North and 
South, with the support of both Govern- 
ments. Unity in such things would find 
but few opponents. 


INDUSTRIAL GLOOM. 


The latest returns regarding unemploy- 
ment in the Six Counties are far from 
encouraging, and seem to indivate that 
the worst has not yet been experienced. 
THe grand total registered at the Labour 
Exchanges on 13th April was 74.445, am 
increase of 461 as compared with the 
number out of work on the 30th March.. Of 
these, 63,818 were wholly unemployed, 
showing an increase of 768; but there was 
a slight decrease in the temporary 
stoppages and casual workers. le in- 
crease in the general army of workless is 
attributed to the discharge $f shipyard 
= and to slackness in the building 
trade. 

The industrial outlook is causing 
anxiety, eyen in the highest circles: for. 
with disappearing wages and the reduc- 
tion of salaries due to the economic 
campaign, money is becoming scarcer than 
ever, and with less purchasing power in 
the community the shops and trading 
concerns generally are certain to be 
affected. . The pinch wil] be felt most

By the way, one of the Dublin players, 
Mr. W. Moffat Wilson, celebrated his 
seventy-seventh birthday the day before he 
came North, and he distinguished it by 
defeating his opponent in the match. 


CHURCHES IN UNITY. 


A notable Service took place. in Elm- 
wood Presbyterian Church, Belfast, last 
night, when clergy representing the 
Presbyterian Church, the Church of Ire- 
land, the Moravian, Congregational, 
Methodist, Baptist and Unitarian 
Churches, assisted in the celebration of 
Holy Communion. This Service was the 
outcome of a series of special addresses 
entitled “ The Witness of the Church,”’ 
given in Elmwood on Sunday evenings 
during the winter months, in which 
prominent clergymen from various 
denominations took part, explaining the 
doctrine of their various Churches. The 
addresses attracted large and interested 
congregations, and last night the church 
was crowded, theshour of the Service being 
fixed at a time which permitted people 
to be present after attending their own 
places of worship. 

Among the clergy who were gathered 
around the Communion table were :—The 
Rev. D. Frazer-Hurst, Elmwood; Rev. J. 
G. Paton, Moderator-designate of the 
General Assembly; Rev. Canon Seaver, 
Church of Ireland; Rev. L. J. Britton, 
Rev. Sidney Whitehouse, Uni- 
tarian; Rev. W. A. Smyth, Methodist; 
Rev. Alexander Cairns, Congregational ; 
Pastor Ruddick, Baptist; and a number 
of others. During the series : of 
addresses the history and teachingé of 
the Church of Ireland were explained by 
the Ven. Archdeacon Kerr, who is a well. 
known figure at the General Synod in 
Dublin. 


LURGAN WEAVERS’ DISPUTE. 


The strike of weavers and winders in 
Lurgan is all the more to be deplored in 
view of the depressed condition of the 
linen industry. For two months negotia- 
tions in connection with the dgspute have 
been dragging along, but happily there is 
now some prospett’of a settlement. The 
trouble arose over a propcsed reduction 
in wages, which was resisted by the 
operatives. Conferences have been held, 
and something in the nature of a com- 
promise was decided upon. 

The ‘‘cut ” which the trade union re- 
gards as acceptable, considering the 
present state of the industry, is—for 
4-loom weavers a reduction of 1s. 4d. in 
the £ on current rates instead of 1s. 104d ; 
for 5-loom weavers a reduction of 1s. 6d. 
in the £: for 2-loom weavefs a reduction 
of 103d. in the £: for winders a redue- 
tion of 1s. in the £ instead of 1s. 104d. 
in the £; these rates to apply to all these 
workers in the manufacture of cambrics 
and sheets. 

It is understood that the National 
Executive of the Amalgamdted Transport 
and General Workers’ Union has recom-

Ghe Goad Lane Shop. 


Industrial or distributive co-operators 1n 
all parts of Great Britain and Ireland wére 
represented the other day in Rochdale to 
pay tribute to the memory af the famous 
‘“* Rochdale Pioneers,’’ who opened their 
little shop in Toad lane, Rochdale, i» 
1844. From this little shop has grown the 
immense co-operative movement in Great 
Britain, with its millions of purchasing 
members, and with hundreds of millions 
of pounds in trade turnover every year. 
From this little shop, too, has developed 
the distributive co-operative movement in 
all parts of the world, so that Toad lane, 
Rochdale, is an inspiring influence from 
India to California, and from Moscow to 
Athens. _ 

The litfle store has now been converted 
into a co-operative museum, and the open- 
ing ceremony was performed by one of the 
original ‘‘ Pioneers,’’ Mr. Ben. Jones. 
While Toad lane was not by any means the 
first co-operative store, it is generally be- 
lieved to have been the first in which the 
now familiar principal of “ dividend on 
purchase ” was adopted. This principal 
now differentiates the “ distributive ” co- 
operative movement from the once power- 
ful “ productive *’ movement, and from ali 
forms of agricultural co-operation. It 1s 
interesting to recall that Inchicore, 
Dublin, was one of the earliest co-opera- 
tive societies to follow Rochdale’s lead, 
but that society ceased to exist some years 
ago

THE MATURE EEL. 


After a period that 
about six or even eight 
mature eels set out on their last great 
journey. In this migration many fall by the 
hand of man, and during October and the 
winter months great quantities are caught in 
traps or ‘‘eel bricks’’ and nets. All this 
time important changes are taking place, due 
to the ripening sexual organ. The colours are 
intensified, the fish becoming much darker: 
the eyes grow larger; in short, the eel is 
transformed into a marine animal. The 
migrations usually occur at night; for your 
eel is largely nocturnal, and even an excep- 
tionally bright night will arrest the travellers 
for a time. In order to reach the rivers they 
will crawl over meadows and marshy places. 
and there are many instances of meadows 
found alive with wriggling eels. 

The eel is again well equipped for life. 
It is exceptionally hardy, and specimens have 
been discovered frozen, like sticks along the 
river bank, that later thawed out and pro- 
ceeded as if nothing had occurred. It will 
eat almost anything. I was personally ac- 
quainted with a large specimen that lived near 
my scullery im Devonshire. All kitchen 
scraps seemed welcome, and when I haggled 
it asunder with the meat chopper it was fat, 
and made a good fry. Desmarest kept an 
eel in captivity for certainly nearly forty 
years. Unable to fulfil its sexual fanctions 
the organs, doubtless, became atrophied, and 
permitted it a long, though neutral. life.

(9,000). 

The principal ports are Amapala, on the 
Pacific, and Puerto Cortés, La Ceiba, Tela 
and Trujillo, on the Atlantic. Of these the 
former, with a population of just under-5,000, 
is the most important, and is about five days 
by steamer from New Orleans. 


A TROUBLED HISTORY. 


| The history of Honduras, as has been the 
| case with the other Central American Re 
| publics, has been a troubled one since the 
declaration of its independence in 1821. A 
series of internecine outbreaks have occurred 
at intervals; but towards the end of the 
19th century and the beginning of the 2th 
century there was a period of peace, to be 
broken in 1907 and 1911 and quite recently. 
General Manuel Bonilla was put out of the 
Presidency in the former vear by (eneral 
| Miguel Davila, who, in his turn, was shorn 
| of his power by Manuel bonilla, ably assisted 
| by a romantic character in the person of the 
| American-born General Lee Chrissmas, at one 
time Chief of Police in Tegucigalpa, having 
previously been an engine driver on the Hon. 
duranean Government Railway after he had 
been dismissed from the Louisville and Nas> 
ville Railroad in the States owing to his 
being unable to pass the colour-blind tests. 

The Legislature consists of a single Chamber 
called the Congress, with forty-two deputies. 
Congress sits annually for the first two 
months of the year, while the Executive 
authority is vested in the President, who is 
elected for a term of four years, and 3 
assisted by a Cabinet of six Ministers. 

The Honduranean Government owe ovef 
five million pounds to British bondholders, 
and. have persistently ignored their oblig* 
tions for a number of years.

R. David Wright, Vice-President of 
M the Ulster Farmers’ Union, gave an 
address on ‘‘ The Fresent Situation 
cf Agriculture ” at the weekly luncheon meet- 
ing of the Belfast Rotary Club to-day. He 
said that it was often declared that the 
farmers always were grumbling without 
cause, but that was a libel, Jf they had any 
doubts about the precarious state of agri- 
culture to-day, he would give them three 
instances which came under his personal 
observation within the past twelve months. 
in one case a County Down farmer put every 
acre he had under the plough during the war, 
and afterwards was appealed to to keep it 
under tillage. Last year he told him (the 
speaker) that he was cultivaling every inch 
of ground he had and was losing £200 or 
£400 a vear, which could not go on. Another 
man told him that he had been losing about 
£1.000 a year for three years running, and 
asked for a suggestion for a remedy. Another 
farmer, with about 500 acres, was losing from 
£900 to £1,000, and those cases were typical 
of what was going on all over the country. 
CAUSES. 

Among tlie causes were the great increase 
in production, by at least 50 per cent. in re- 
cent years, owing to the intelligent use of 
artificial manures, the use of motor power on 
the farms and cheap transit, enabling out- 
side produce to be brought in cheaper than 
the farmers could produce it.

The Free State’s Market. 


To its series of publications on pro- 
duction and trade the Empire Marketing 
Board has added a booklet on the Irish 
Free State. Like the Board’s other 
publications, it is designed to appeal to 
a wide public and to serve a practical 
end. The local compilations of the Free 
State Government exist merely to state 
facts for the enlightenment of the taxpayer 
and the help of the statistician. They 
share the fate of all official publications. 
Burdened of necessity with a mass of 
detail which no human, ingenuity can 


make hard reading, and their circulation 
is limited severely. The Board’s booklets, 
however, must avoid the ills of official 
compilation. Not only must they provide 
all who are interested in the Empire's 
welfare with a clear abstract of the 
resources and development of the Empire’s 
epnstituent parts, but they must advertise 
those resources to prospective markets and 
stress their increasing importance among 
markets that exist already. In such 
publications clarity is the chief of the 
virtues, and the latest booklet is com- 
mendably clear. Within the narrow span 
of eighteen pages it provides a full, concise 
and accurate account of the Free State’s 
resources and activities; and its contents, 
obtained from official publications of the 
Free State and British Governments, will 
be disseminated widely to the Free State a 
advantage. 

Canada and Australia tirade with the 
world; the Free State, for all practical 
purposes, trades with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. The great bulk of her 
exports consists of live-stock and agricul- 
tural produce, and of these virtually all 
are destined the British market. 
“There is no other live-stock trade

Development of Railways. 

On Friday the report of the Committee 
on Railway Electrification, which was set 
up, under the chairmanship.of Lord Weir 
of Eastwood, by the Soeialist Government 
in 1929, will be made public, but already

The 
Committee considers that, if the Electricity 
Supply Board furnishes power to the rail- 
way companies direct, without the medium 
of the power companies, the cost will not 
exceed 0.5 of a penny a unit, the lowest 
charge in the world, Indeed, Lord Weir 
and his colleagues anticipate a further 
reduction later to 0.4 of a penny a unit. 
Since the success of railway electrification 
depends mostly upon the cost of power, 
there seems to be no reason why the 
electrification of the British railways, if 
the scheme is put into operation whole- 
heartedly, may not surpass the triumph 
which attended the policy in Switzerland. 
Two further considerations will lend their 
weight when the matter is being decided. 
In the first place, the scheme will give 
continuous employment to sixty thousand 
men, the majority of whom—in marked 
centradistinction to the needs of most of 
the advocated ‘‘ employment schemes '— 
must be drawn from the ranks of skilled 
workers. Secondly, all the material will 
be obtained from within the Empire, and 
the bulk will be supplied by Britain her- 
self. 


Madeira. 


The Portugyese Government has re- 
established its authority in the Azores. 
On Sunday morning the rebel garrisons 
surrendered ; some of their leaders have 
fled by sea, and the Government officials 
have resumed their duties. In Madeira, 
however, the revolutionaries remain in 
full possession, and the situation is 
highly interesting. The rebels breathe 
defiance and have made every preparation 
to resist assault, but hitherto no shot has 
been fired on either side. There is no 
doubt that the Portuguese Government, 
if it should tackle the task seriously, 
could subdue the island by weight of 
arms. Several of its warships are on the 
scene, and a further convoy, with troops, 
has been despatched from Lisbon. For 
political and military reasons, however, 
the Government is reluctant to take 
bellicose action. Madeira lacks docks for 
warships, and the rebels, who have 
artillery, could offer a serious resistance 
to troops landing in small boats. More- 
over, since there are _ revolutionary 
rumblings in Portugal herself, bloodshed 
at Madeira might be the signal for 
formidable outbreaks nearer home. (In 
these circumstances President Carmona’s 
Government has resorted to the masterly 
inaction of a blockade. It is a perfectly 


are beginning to be disagreeable. 
Financial supplies have been stopped, 
and the funds at the banks soon must 
cease to be sufficient for local needs. 
Madeira lives on her exports and on her 
tourist traffic; the lack of all shipping 
threatens an end of both. There is chaos 
in the cable service; petrol is running 
short; in another fortnight the island’s 
electric lighting must fail because the 
company’s stock of crude oil will have 
been exhausted. The insurgent leaders 
calculate that they can endure for six 
months—by which time, as they hope, 
revolution will have arrived in Portugal 
—but does the civil community share their 
heroism? Ruined trade, empty hotels 
and boarding-houses, loss of light, trans- 
port and other amenities—these are things 
that come very closely to a _ people’s 
hearths and bosoms. We are inclined to 
think that within a few weeks—if the 
blockade is maintained  strictly—the 
rebel leaders will be on their defence 
against an infuriated populace, and 
that the matter of the island’s allegiance 
will be settled without the landing of a 
single soldier. 


Coloured Signposts. 


Germany is considering a scheme for the 
assistance of motorists which, if not novel, 
is interesting. The roads leading to every 
city of importance will be marked by sign- 
posts picked out in different colours. All 
red signs, for example, will mark a road 
that leads to Berlin, while the highways 
to Hamburg and to Aachen will be denoted 
respectively by yellew and white signs. At 
night the signposts will be lighted—pre- 
sumably by lamps of their own colour. 
This system of guidance, says the Daily 
Telegraph, had its origin in Australia, 
along whose vast, but sparsely peopled, 
roads organised sign-posting is out of the 
question ; indeed, so late as 1920, when 
the Prince of Wales journeyed by road 
from Adelaide to Melbourne, a man was 
despatched in front of the royal party to 
blaze the trail with a bucket of paint. 
Great Britain debated the adoption of 
coloured signposts in 1919. Manifestly, 
however, the system cannot be used in a 
small country that is crowded with towns ; 
for distinctive varieties of colour are few. 
It can be employed to better advantage on 
great arterial roads, and the next few years 
probably will see something of the sort in 
general use throughout Europe and 
America. The Automobile Association has 
sponsored a “ Grand Trunk Road,’’ lead- 
ing across Europe from Calais to Con- 
stantinople, whose line will be marked by 
a succession of uniformly coloured posts. 
Moreover, the summer Route des Alpes 
is distinguished, along the mile leading 
from Grenoble, by coloured globes that are 
lit at might. There is only one objection 
to the scheme—its heavy expense. This 
consideration hitherto has forbidden its 
use in Germany, but a large motoring club 
has undertaken to raise sufficient funds to 
cover the cost.

FRANCO - IRISH 
TRAFFIC, |

Representations have been made to the 
different Ministerial departments in Paris 
by the Associated Chambers of Commerce 
and other trade bodies in regard to the 
question of improved transport facilities 
for passenger and goods traffic between 
France and Ireland. The memorialist, 
point out that the present need to send all 
passenger traffic, as well as perishable 
goods despatched at grande vitesse, through 
England not only involves delay, but adds 
materially to the cost. It is suggested 
therefore, that the Government shall bring 

ressure to bear on the railway companies 
in France to make them organise a dirert 
passenger service between the tw, 
countries; and that this service shal] ie 
assisted by means of a favourable contract 
for the conveyance of mails from France 
Furthermore, it is suggested that the Irish 
Free State Government shall be invited ta 
co-operate in organising such a direct 
service for mails, passengers and urgent 
goods from Ireland to France. : 


The Obstacle. 


It is stated on behalf of the Frenh 
railways that they would be prepared to 
take the initiative in establishing a direc: 
passenger service between suitable French 
and Irish ports if they were given satis. 
factory guarantees by the two Govern. 
ments. On the other hand, existing con. 
tracts with the English railway companies 
interested in the present cross-Channe| 
services rule out the probabilities of any 
new services. Such new services, if estab. 
lished, might divert from the English ser. 
vices the large number of Irish people who 
travel to France every year on business. on 
holiday, or on the pilgrimages to Lourdes 
and other shrines. The Ministry of 
Tourisme has promised to examine the 
traffic returns for the past few years. in 
order to determine the exact volume of 

ssenger trafic between France and 
a When this information is avail. 
able, the railway companies and the 
Government will discuss the question 
further. 


King Alforso. 


King Alfonso has received many offers 
from friends in different countries of 
houses and estates, and I have been in. 
formed from an official source that a well. 
known peer has expressed readiness to 
place his Irish estate at the disposal of the 
King and his family for as long a time as 
they may care to make use of it. King 
Alfonso, who is a keen fisherman, has re. 
marked that Ireland appeals to him as a 
residence for some part of the vear, but at 
present it is unlikely that he can accept 
the offer. It is thought that King Alfonso 
and his family will take shelter in a much 
quieter place than London or Paris, where 
they may await the verdict of the Spanish 
parliamentary elections in June, It is 
said to-day that this place will be Fon- 
tainebleau, where a suite of rooms has 
been engaged at an hotel for the accom. 
modation of the King, his family and 
retinue. 


The Budget Speech. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
continued his progress towards recovery, 
and it is thought that he will be able to 
endure the strain involved by a Budget 
speech in the House of Commons next 
Monday. Mr. Snowden intends to deliver 
his speech in the usual manner, standing 
before the despatch box, and he will speak 
for two hours, at least. The effort appears 
to be a strenuous one for an invalid, but. 
presumably, Mr. Snowden has consulted 
his medical advisers on the advisability of 
his action. It has been suggested that the 
Chancellor shall deliver his speech while 
seated, but this idea has been abandoned. 
since members—not to mention the Press 
—would be unable to hear. 


Sunday Performances. 


There were many last-moment efforts to 
influence members of the House of 
Commons in connection with the vote on 
the Sunday Performances Bill, and the 
mail delivered at the House this morning 
was more than twice as large as usual. 


Letters and post-cards were showered from 


all parts of the country, and so great was 
the number that members were unable to 
cope with them all during the day. It is 
a long time since there was so great an 
organised protest against a bill. In some 
cases this protest was so effective that 
members decided to abstain from voting 
rather than to commit themselves to one 
side or the other. 


The French Presidency. 


Seldom has there been so much un- 
certainty with regard to the future of the 
Presidency of the French Republic 4 
successor to M. Doumergue will be elected 
on the 13th of next month, and the 
candidates at present are M. Painleve, 
ex-Premier; M. Jean Hennessr, an ex- 
Minister and a millionaire brandy dis- 
tiller; M. Paul Doumer, President of the 
Senate; M. Léon Bérard, Minister of 
Justice, and Senator Lebrun. There is 
much doubt which of the five will prove 
successful, but at the moment it would 
appear that the support of the parties on 
the Right will be given to M. Doumer 
while the groups on the Left will support 
M. Painlevé. M. Doumergue has refused 
to stand again, but a movement is on foot 
to persuade M. Briand to accept nomina- 
tion. It is believed that he would receive 
strong support from the Left and Centre 
Parties. 


Unemployment and the Unions. 


The Prime Minister received at No. 10 
Downing street this morning a deputation 
from the General Council of the Trades 
Union Congress. The visitors, headed bY 
Mr. Hayday, the president, attended te 
present a resolution adopted at the last 
meeting of the Congress on the subject ol 
unemployment. This resolution, while 
recognising that the Government, wit/out 
a majority, cannot promote definite’! 
socialistic remedies, submits to the Prime 
Minister that “it is the duty of the 
Government to take such emerzenc’ 
measures as will enable them to offer 
employment, at trade union rates and 
conditions, to the surplus able bodied 
workers whom capitalism fails to empior. 


The Price of Rubber. 


The rubber market is In a desperate 


‘condition ; for, with the price less than 


threepence a pound, bankruptcy must face 
some of the smaller members of the !n- 
dustry. The seriousness of the slump 'np 
rubber values now taking place scarce'* 
can be exaggerated. Recent reports “' 
producing companies have shown losses in 
all directions, in spite of the fact that 
the average price last year was over fire 
pence a pound. The usual cost of collect 
ing rubber is estimated to exceed fourpen‘é 
a pound, so that it has become an un- 
economic proposition to procure the stap'* 
Nevertheless, the stocks of rubber 
continue to pile up, and there seems to be 
no new demand for its use. At the present 
price rubber-laid streets ought to become * 
possibility. The innovation would be 4 
real boon to the public. 


Suez Canal Dues. 


In shipping circles in London there '* 
an impression that representations to the 
Suez Canal authorities with regard to * 
reduction of the canal dues will 
successful, despite statements to the 
contrary which have been in circulation.

REGULARISING THE PRACTICE. 


The Home Secretary’s view was that the 
law eithef should be strictly enforced, or 
should be modified in accordance with the 
wishes of the great mass of the people. 
The House would be absolutely unfettered 
in coming to a decisign on the broad issue, 
whether. the existing law’ was, or was not, 
The bill 
only set out to legalise the existing 
practice, and it would be for the House to 
decide whether theatres should be included 
in the scope of the measure. The practice of 
allowing. cinemas to open on Sundays 
differed very much. In London, almost all 
the ginemas were open on Sunday, but in 
the adjoining area of Middlesex, and in 
large cities, such as Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Newcastle, Cardiff and Leeds, 
opening on Sundays was not permitted. He 
thought that the House would, therefore, 
agree that the only possible way was to 
leave the question to the responsibility and 
decision of the local authorities. 

The bill provided for giving a propor- 
tion of the receipts to charities, and there 

ere safeguards against any employé being 
compelled to work seven days a week. In 
regard to common informers, who, under 
the Sunday Observance Act of 1780, were 
able to recover penalties, he believed that 
Parliament would consider it its duty to 
prevent any law from descending to the 
level of an absurdity. . The. bill, there- 
fore, enacted that all present actions under 
the old Act should be discharged and made 
void, subject to such orders as to costs as 
the Courts might see fit to make in suits 
instituted before the introduction of this 
bill. The right of private persons to sue 
for penalties would be abolished, and no 
such proceedings would be possible in 
future, unless instituted by a _ local 
authority. 


SUNDAY OBSERVANCE ACT. 

He had been asked why he did not t&ke 
the short cut and sim ly repeal the 
Sunday Observance Act? The answer was 
that they did not want prize-fighting or 
boxing, gambling, horse-racing or football, 
on Sunday. They might go too far, and 
their middle course was, therefore, sug-

STATEMENT IN HOUSE

Replying to guestions in the House of 
Commons . yesterday on the rebellion in 
Madeira, Mr. Henderson, the Foreign 
Secretary, stated that the rebel forces con- 
tinued in occupation of the island, and 


of Funchal for the protection of British 
subjects and property. 

The expeditionary force recently sent 
from Portugal, he said, was diverted to 
deal with the outbreak in the Azores, and 
it was now reported that the insurgents 
there had surrendered unconditionally. 

Portuguese men-of-war were cruising in 
the vicinity of Madeira to enforce the pro- 
hibition of the use by foreign ships of the 
ports of the island except for evacuation 
of foreign nationals. 

“ The importance which His Majesty’s 
Government, in the United Kingdom 
attach to the safeguarding of British inte- 
rests in Madeira,’’ added Mr. Henderson, 
““has been strongly impressed on the 
Portuguese. Government by Sir Francis 
Lindley and upon the rebels by His 
Majesty’s Consul at Funchal. No British 
subjects are, so far, reported to have 
been molested, nor has any British pro- 
perty hitherto suffered any damage.”’ 


PORTUGUESE. ULTIMATUM.

The Portuguese Government, through 
its special representatives on board the 
cruiser Vasco da Gama, has issued an 
ultimatum to the rebel leaders at Madeira.

Mr. Gilbert Beyfus and Mr. Claude 
Duveen ‘instr -ted by Messrs. A. Ben- 
jamin and Cohen) represented the mover 
of the rule; the Attorney-General—Sir 
William Jowitt, K.C.—and Mr. Wilfrid 
Lewis (instructed by the Solicito. to the 
Board of Trade) appeared for the Regis- 
trar of Companies. 

If the sale of tickets was legal, said Mr. 
Beyfus. his client was entitled to have the 
company registered. ‘n a cas: of this 
nature, where one was dealing with an Act 
which set up a public lottery in this 
country, it was vitally important to get 
th correct historical perspective, and en- 
deavour to recover the mental out'ook of 
1823, he continued. The Act of 1825 was 
passed at a time when here was only one 
Parliament for the United Kingdom. The 
words ‘‘such as or shail be authorised by 
this or some other Act of Parliament ” 
had to be construed at a time when the 
laws were mado by three Parliaments. 


“ACT OF PARLIAMENT.” 


Mr. Beyfus contendei that the words 
“ Act of Parliament ’”’ in the Section must 
mean an Act of that Parliament which 
was the legislative authority for that part 
of the United Kingdom within which the 
lottery was authorised. 

Lord Justice Scrutton asked Mr. Beyfus 
whether he was saving that the Irish Par- 
liament could : uthorise tickets to be sold 
in England. 

‘‘Not in so many words,” replied Mr. 
Beyfus.  “T say that the Irish Parlia- 
ment can authorise the setting up and the 
conducting of a lottery within the Irish 
Free State. That, at any rate, is not 
denied in argument by the Attorney- 
General. I say that it is not, under the 
Act of 1823, and it never has been under 
any Act in this country, an offence to sell] 
tickets in a public lottery authorised by 
Act of Parliament, whether the Irish Par- 
liament or the English Parliament. 

“The offence has always been to 
tickets in foreign lotteries, and, secondly, 
in private lotteries. It has never been an 
offence, although the bulk of the legislation 
took place at a time when there were two 
Parliaments, to sell tickete in a public 
lottery authorised by Parliament.”

Imperial Parliament delegated to the Irish | 


Parliament the right to make laws, 
amongst other things, with regard to the 
holding of lotteries within the Irish Free 


State, added counsel. He hoped to shew 
that the object of the Lottery Acts as a 
whole was to suppress private lotteries in 
order to protect citizens from frauds which 
were practised in connection with them. 
He was referring to lotteries within the 
United Kingdom. 


WHAT A PRIVATE LOTTERY 
IS. 


Replying to Lord Justice Greer, Mr. 
Beyfus said that a private lottery was @ 
lottery not authorised by Parliament. 

Lord Justice Greer—The Liverpool Cor- 

ration, for instance, could not have a 
ottery ! 

Mr. Beyfus.—No. . 

In the eighteenth century, submitted 
Mr. Beyfus, the Legislature expressly de- 
clared that the words “ not authorised or 
established or permitted or allowed by 
Act of Parliament ’’ meant not authorised 
by an Act of either of the two Parliaments 
then existing, that in Dublin or that of 
Great Britain in London. It was admitted 
that in that part of the United Kingdom 
where it was conducted this lottery was a 
perfectly lawful lottery. The only ques- 
tion was whether, the lottery itself not 
being authorised to b> conducted in this 
country, the sale of tickets in this country 
was lawful. It was iot suggested that it 
was an illegal lottery. 

‘Try to imagine that this case was 
being heard in the year 1823,’’ added Mr. 
Beyfus. Imagine that the events in 
Ireland which happened between 1918 and 
1922 had, in fact, happened in the year 
1823. One of the first Acts, presumably, 
of the Irish Parliament would have been 
to raise revenue by a lottery. There would 
have been the English Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, on the one hand, inviting 
people to take part in his English lottery, 
and the Attorney-General, presumably, on 
the other hand, prosecuting people as 
rogues and vagabonds for taking part in 
the Irish lottery a. one and the same time. 


JUDGMENT. 


The Court gave judgment without call- 
ing on the respondent to reply. 

Lord Justice Scrutton said that two 
gentlemen desired to sell tickets in an 
Irish lottery, and they proposed or desired 
to form a private company to do so. It 
was merely conjecture, but, as the punish- 
ment for being “ a rogue and vagabond '' 
did not apply to a company, he supposed 
that they did not want to run the risk 
themselves of being prosecuted as “ rogues 
and vagabonds,’’ and they thought they 
could escape by forming a company.. An 
Irish Act was the « *+ Act which could 
possibly be supposed to authorise the sell- 
ing of tickets in England. The applicants 
proposed to sell in Engla: 1, and it seemed 
to him that the answer was that the Irish 
Parliament had no _ jurisdiction in 
England. Mr. Bey. .’s_ historical re- 
searches appeared to him to have nothing 
to do with the construction of the main 
words of the Act of —’arliament which was 
still in force, and the appeal must be dis- 


missed. with costs. 
Lord Justice Greer and Lord Justice 
Slesser concurred. '

Sir William Davison, in the House of 
Commons yesterday,.asked the Home Secre- 
tary whether. in view of the losses which are 
being suffered by British hospitals through 
the falling off of subscriptions since the Insh 
Free State sweepstakes were inaugurated in 
aid of the Dublin hospitals, he would set 
up a Committee to investigate the conditions 
and safeguards that’ will’ be necessary if 
lotteries are to be permitted for raising 
ruoney for approved public services.

too anxious to grow at the terms offered. 

"“ With their statement, the Association 
have definitoly taken a line which is in 
marked contrast to the constructive policy 
adopted, in similar circumstances, by the 
National Farmers’ Union in England, after a 
strenuous fight for better terms. Although 
the price offered there is somewhat less than 
ours, and as a result of lesser yield in 
England, certainly less likely to offer an 
inducement to growers, the Union told their 
members :— 

‘In view of the difficulties of the 
industry to-day, owing to the depressed 
world sugar market, the Sugar Beet Com- 
mittee of the N.F.U. recommends all beet 
growers who can grow beet at 5Us., with 
a reasonable prospect of covering their 
costs of production, to support the 
industry at this critical juncture by 
accepting contracts on the terms 
offered. ...it mew rests with every 
farmer to give careful consideration to 
his own conditions, and to decide whether 
he is in a position to sign a contract, 
having regard to the fact that this 
support for the industry 1s important at 
this critical juncture.’ 

“It is much to be regretted that the Irish 
Association did not adopt a similar policy, 
because the only effect of their attitude is 
that a considerable number of old growers 
have held back and delayed sowings, at the 
risk of impairing yields of either beet or 
alternative crops. a 

“ By their uncompromising attitude, the 
Association can only succeed in harming both

6d., with a yield of 5} per cent. over ten 
years, was strikingly demonstrated in the 
past few months, a má the sales continued to 
increase week by week in remarkable fashion, 
the last three weeks having worked out at a 
weekly average of £100,000 While the 
Government appreciated the financial returns 
at their true value, they had, from the 
outset, been more concerned with the edu- 
cational and maetete and their bene- 
ficial effects on the relatively poorer classes, 
especially the school-going population.

About 800 
yards of water channel were filled up. ‘he 
undertaking was carried out by an economic, if 
slow, process.

| ing ground for innocuous rubbish, with the 


result that to-day there are 44 acres of open 
space between roadstone tériinus and 
Biaquiere Bridge. On the sea side there is 
another half acre, the canal having, so far, 
been filled only to the distance of less than a 
hundred yards. 

Various proposals have been made for 
the utilisation of these grounds. The area 
on the Broadstone side of ‘:.e bridge will be 
enclosed to a large extent as a children’s play- 
ing ground. t ig suggested that the re- 
mainder of the area might be formed into a 
parking station for long-distance "buses. Muni- 
cipal tennis courts and public baths are also 
mooted. There has been no consideration as 
to what shall be done with the area on the 
other side of the bridge. This space extends 
beyond the gloomy, blank wall of Mountjoy 
Prison, Some charitable mind has suggested 
t at this small ground might be turned into 
an amusement park, where broadcasting and 
bands of music could pérform free for the 
evening entertainment of the citizens. 


“WHY BLAQUIERE? ” 

_The question was asked of an ‘iftelligent 
citizen of professional status. 

“I don’t know,” he replied. ‘‘ Someone 
told me it might be a corruption of ‘ black 
weir. 

The Baron de Blaquiere was a Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, and a notable one, too. So 
much for fame. Sir Horace Walpole men- 
tions in one of his letters that Blaquiére was 
the first to suggest as a means of replenish- 
ing the national Exchequer the taxation of 
absentee landlords. Blaquiére was the only 
Chief Secretary, who, having quit office, re- 
mained to live in this country. 

De Blaquiére was of Swiss or of French 
Huguenot origin. He was born in 1732. He 
was an immigrant to London, and, havin 
been some time in a merchant's office, join 
the army and attained to a colonelcy. As 
Chief Secretary, he came to Ireland in 1772, 
with Lord Harcourt Lord Lieutenant. .He 
was a member of the Irish Parliament) from 
1773 until its extinction. After 1801 he sat 
for various constituencies in the British Par- 


liament. 
PHGENIX PARK DUEL, 


One of de Blaquiére’s first experiences on 
Irish soil enabled him to gain great 
popularity by his remarkable sangiroid and 
courage. A celerated bully named Bagenal 
occasioned it. Froude says: “While the 
Viceroy was being introduced to the mysteries 
of corruption, his Secretary, Colonel de 


Blaquieve, was passing through an ordeal] of 
a more fiery kind. 

“ Mr. Beauchamp Bagenal, member for 
Carlow, a notorious duellist, with a reputa- 
tion almost European,” was told by de 
Blaquitre that it was not within the power 
of the Viceroy to make some concession to a 
relative. 

“To his extreme surprise Bagenal in- 
stantly challenged him, and next morning at 
the Thorn Trees in the Phoenix Park they 
were placed nearer than usual. De Blaquiére 
fired in the air. His adversary took deliberate 


aim; his pistol missed fire. He recocked it, 
but a second time, and again a third time, 
with the same result. De‘ Blaquiére advised 
him to look to his flint. Bagenal rapped the 
edge of it on a key, and drew the trigger 
once more, but again unsuccessfully. 

“At the Colonel’s request Bagenal then 
changed his flint. This time the pistol went 
off. The bullet passed through the Colonel’s 
hat, grazing his temple. De Blaquiére took 
his second pistol, and was about to fire in 
the air again. Bagenal insisted that he should 
fire at him. 

“ De Blaquiére said that he had no quarrel 
with Bagenal, and could not think of it. 
Bagenal entreated the Colonel to do him the 
honour. De Blaquiére would not do him the 
honour at all. 

“ Bagenal would have made a new quarrel 
of it, but the seconds interfered. It was agreed 
that De Blaquiére had behaved him- 
self ‘astoundingly well,’ and the Colonel 
became the most popular Secretary 
that had ever held office in Dublin.” 


THE ROYAL CANAL. 


Sir John de Blaquiére, as he then was, havin 
received the Order of the Bath, was one o 
the founders of the Royal Canal. An Act of 
Parliament in 1790 declared that the capital 
stock of the Royal Canal Company should be 
£200,000 — that is, a Government grant of 
£66,000 and subscriptions of £134,000. In the 
eriginal list of subscribers is the name of 
the Right Hon. Sir John Blaquidre, K.B., 
for £600. The Hon. Richard Annesley sub- 
scribed £1,2000, and Sir William Gleadowe 
Newcomen £1,800. Bridges over the canal 
were named after all three. 

Sir Jonah Barrington held a high opinion of 
de Blagu; re, and tells us how pl he was 
to join his convivial circle. He gays that Sir 
John de Blaquiére attached himself to that 
side of politics whence he’ could derive “a 


revenue sufficiently ample to enable him to 
entertain his friends as well as any other 
person I had previously met.” ' 
De Blaquiére was an administrator as well 
as a gourmet. Many of the improvements in 
the city were effected under his care. “ Dublin 
is indebted to him for its wide streets, 
paving, lighting and convenient fountains,

the City of Dublin. The appointment springs 
from a scheme,of centralisation adopted by 
the late City Cémmissioners. 

Mr. Commissioner P. J. 
report, said :— 

‘‘T have had under consideration for sume 
time the desirability of reorganising the 
public library service, with a view to in- 
creasing its efficiency, and, at the same time, 
providing a larger sum annually for the pur- 
chase of books without an increased demand 
being made on the ratepayers. Í am satis- 
fied that the present system of five inde- 
pendent librarians does not ‘ead to the best 
results, and I consider that it would be an 
improvemént to co-ordinate all library work 
under a chief librarian. The duties of such 
an official would be directly to «vntro! the 
work of the library in which he would have 
his’ headquarters, and to sapervise ard co- 
ordinate the work of the remaining libraries. 
He would also act for the Town Clerk in a 
secretarial capacity for iibraries work, and 
be responsible to him for the administration 
of the library service. es td 

“ The appointment of a chief librarian at a 
central library would relieve tbe librarians 
in chatge of the other libraries of much of 
their existing duties, and the officers there- 
after promoted to these positions should rank 
as branch librarians. Their services would be 
available for dealing with the public in their 
respective libraries, and this would allow of a 
reduction of one in the staff of each of the 
libraries referred to.

ointed in the place of the existing librarians, 
the position of senior assistant be abolished. 
1 also recommend the establishment of a 
new and lower salary scale for the position 
of library assistant, appointments to which 
shall for the present be limited to females, 
and that promotion to Grade I. in that class 
be contingent on obtaining by examination 
one certificate of the Library Association. 
Assistants will be appointed on the results 
of special examinations held, when necessary 
for candidates between the ages of 16 and 
18 years. . . Promotion to the position of 
branch librarian will be contingent on an 
assistant obtaining a second certificate of 
the Library Association.” 

Mr. Hernon’s report was adopted and put 
into operation in part. The scheme in fuil 
was intended to save the ratepayers at least 
£700 a year. It could not be adopted as a 
whole. “In 1928, when the report was sub- 
mitted, amalgamation with Rathmines and 
Pembroke was in the air, and, in view of the 
inclusion of their local libraries, the appoint- 
ment of a chief librarian was left in abeyance. 
In other respects the staffs of the various 
libraries were co-ordinated and made one. 
Since October 14, 1930, this system has been 
in operation, and the supervision has been 
done by Mr. J. J. Rowe, an official of the 
City Manager's Department of the Corpora- 
tion.

A BETTER SERVICE. 

Apart from the saving contemplated under 
the scheme, there was the intention to 

ive a better service to library users. 
t was intended that readers in one library 
area should be facilitated in the making use 
of the books stored in libraries in other dis- 
tricts of*the city. In Greater Dublin, for 
instance, citizens have the right to obtain 
books from the Pembroke and Rathmines 
Libraries. 

All these libraries have been for the past 
seven months under the administration of 
Mr. Sherlock, the City Manager, and Mr. 
Rowe has had the supervision of the scheme 
so far as it could be operated without a Chief 
Librarian. This officer will be one of the 
City Manager’s departmental officers, and will 
keep all records. When the appointment has 
been made the freest use of existing libraries 
will be at the disposal of all citizens.

present time was inevitable, as the world was 
slowly returning to a kind of normalcy. Re- 
ferring to the contention that the crisis was 
due to a scarcity of gold, he said that, if 
that were so, the position could be met by 
more elasticity in our currency system. The 
world crisis was not due to a supposed 
scarcity of gold. It was possible that there 
might be such a crisis in the future, bat at 
present the monetary gold stock available 
for our needs was quite sufficient, even if we 
maintained the existing percentage of gold- 
cover for bank rates and credits. 

{t had been suggested that the real cause 
of all our troubles was not so much the 
scarcity of gold as the maldistribution of 
gold, in so far as France and the United

States were holding quite a disproportionate 
stock of the world’s monetary gold, and 
had until lately drawn towards themselves a 
very large proportion of the new mined gold. 
These facts could not be denied. ‘hoy had 
sometimes greatly increased the severity of 
the crisis, but they, themselves, were con- 

uences and results rather than a cause of 
the existing disequilibrium. 

France and the United States were both 
creditor countries, who had made the rest 
of the world contribute to their own wealth. 
A good many of their claims were not 
founded on business transactions from which 
the debtor had drawn benefit, but consti- 
tuted a “political debt.” Whatever might 
be the legal or moral justification of such 
claims, they constituted one-sided obliga 
tions with a corresponding one-sided drain. 

But the purely commercial transactions, as 
well, were greatly affected by politics. In- 
flation and political upheavals had robbed 
the investing class all over the world of a 
good deal of their property. They had be- 
come rather suspicious. They might, in- 
deed, lend money abroad, when they did not 
know what to do with it at home, but they 
were lending it for short periods only in 
such a way that they could withdraw it at 
a moment’s notice. As a consequence, the 
rate for short loans and those for long term 
credit differed enormously; the transition 
‘between the two types which a fairly 
stabilised stock exchange market did not 
function easily. The debtor was bound to 
borrow on short terms money which he 
really needed for a longer period. 


CAUSE OF THE CRISIS. 


The fall of prices in conjunction with the 
mal-distribution of gold--that was to say, a 
concentration of credit power in the hands 
of a few Powers, whose people did not yet 


wield this power in the proper way—had 
accentuatec the crisis in so far as gold in- 
terest to-day was a considerably heavier bur- 
den than it was before. The origina] cause 
of the crisis was the disturbed i Tr gs 
between agricultural and industrial prices. 
Originally this was not very dangerous; it 
merely meant that war and after-war scarcity 
was over, and that agricultural prices could 
not be as easily manipulated as industrial 
prices. 

Unfortunately, proceeded the Professor, 
things were not allowed to proceed in the 
right direction. Instead of insisting on a 
lowering of industrial prices. to which agri- 
culturalists were entitled, they initiated the 
manipulation methods which had served so 
successfully in many jndustries. New forms 
of agricultural protection were tried, 
valorisation schemes on a huge scale were 
embarked on, intensification and technical 
rationalisations were tried. Over-production 
of particular goods had to be stopped by 
higher—sometimes guaranteed—prices. The 
result, aggravated by a series of fairly good 
harvests, was more over-production, until 
the fall of agricultural prices, ordinary food- 
stuffs, as well as Colonial and Imperial 
products, became catastrophal. The situation 
was not improved by a similar movement of 
industrial raw produce, especially mining 
products. 

The fall in the prices of foodstuffs and 
raw materials might seemingly have benefited 
the consumer in general, and the manufac- 
turer consuming these commodities in par- 
ticular, The disturbance of the equilibrium 
became, however, so great, and the purchas- 
ing power of the producers of prime material 
shrivelled to such a degree, that they had 
to reduce consumption considerably, to re- 
pudiate the interest on their loans, or to 
contract new loans. As long as they had 
been expanding their production without 
regard to possible markets loans had been 
fortheoming—both for intensification and for 
valorisation. Now, when thev ought to have 
had leans to carry over, distrust stopped 
everything. :

“4 is’ urgently necessary that the 

‘British Government, with other 
British political parties, should formuiate 
a definite policy. The tendency to drift, 
which has esi so marked since January, 
is highly dangerous, and has only caused 
and suspicion in India.’’ 
These words were spoken at a meeting 
of Madras Europeans this evening by Mr. 
T. Shapman-Mortimer, the General Secre- 
tary of the European’ Association, who was 
reviewing political developments since tlie 
Round Table Conference. 

Referring to Moslem demands, he said 
that previous reforms had been to the 
detriment of the Moslems, and that the 
present system had worked greatly, to their 
disadvantage, both economically and 
politically. He warned his audience that 
a serious situation would arise unless they 
were offered fair play and reasonable 
security in the new reforms. 

It was deluso and mischievous, he 
added, to pretend that the goal of self- 
government within the Empire could be 
attained immediately; but, granted good- 
will on all sides and a true spirit of co- 
operation, he expressed himself as hopeful 
that ultimately a peaceful and satisfac- 
tory settlement would be reached. 


LIBERALS’ BIG DEMANDS. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

: BOMBAY, Monday. 

The declaration in Parliament by the 
Secretary of State for India that ‘‘ there 
can be no abatement of the reservations 
and safeguards’’ proposed for India’s 
amended Constitution is objected to in a 
resolution just passed by the Council of 
the National Liberal Federation of India, 
which further urges that the Round Table 
Conference shall be speedily resumed, and 
that all the conclusions already reached 
at the Conference must be treated as open 
to further discussion, reconsideratoin and 
settlement. 

Further, in the Council’s opinion, the 
Government of India must have power to 
acmlerate the Indianisation of the Army 
during the transition period, so as to 
replace the present British Army by a 
“ Dominion ” Indian Army. 

The Council is not prepared to agree tc 
any financial safeguards that curtail] the 
control of the Indian Legislatures over 
currency and exchange. 

The body that has voiced these forceful 
views is itself com of many men who 
actually attended the London Round Table 
Conference as delegates. 


OBITUARY. 
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MR. R. S. SHORE, R.H.A. 

Mr. Robert Silver Shore, R.H.A., eldest 
son of the late Mr. Francis A. Shore, .J.P., of 
18 Leeson Park, Dublin, died on Sunday last, 
at the age of sixty-three. He was keeper of 
the Royal Hibernian Academy from the year 
1920 up to the time of his death, and was 
a regular contributor to the Royal Hibernian 
Academy exhibitions for many years. He also 
exhibited pictures at the Royal Academy, 
London, aml at other English exhibitions. 

Mr. Shore taught drawing at the Academy 
School, where he was a very popular figure. 
He excelled as a painter of ships and ship- 
ping, which was, no doubt, largely due to his 
experienze in the merchant service.

LOWEST DEATH-RATE IN 
WATERFORD. 


The return of births and deaths for the 
twelve principal towns of the Irish Free State 
for the week ended the llth April, 1931, 
shows that Waterford had the lowest death- 
rate per 1,000 of the popalation at 9.8 and 
Kingstown the highest at 22.1. The rate 
for Dublin was 20.5, and the average for the 
twelve principal towns was 18.6. 

Deaths trom the principal epidemic diseases 
were equal to an annual rate of 0.9 per 1,000. 

During the week 224 births—121 boys and 
105 girls—were registered in Dublin City. 
The number of deaths was 183--98 males and 
85 females—21 of whom did not belong to the 
city. Eighty-four deaths occurred in hospitals 
and other pubic institutions. Influenza caused 
three deaths and 21 were due to pneumonia. 
sronchitis caused 17 deaths and tuberculosis 


The population of Dublin is now estimated 
at 412,400. The rate of births was 26 per 
1,000. 

Of the 162 citizens who died during the 
week ended April 11th, 50 were over 65 years 
of age.

DRAPERY TRUST PAYS 
£125,000. 
SETTLEMENT TERMS IN THE LLOYD'S 
BANK ACTION. 
was announced in the 
London, yesterday, of 
the action’ brought by Lloyd’s Bank, J.td., 
against the Drapery Trust, Ltd., which 
arose out of the Hatry frauds, falsely 
ceriifed share transfers having been pledged 

with the bank. 


A settlement 
Chancery Division, 


| 
Mr. Wilfred Greene, K.C., for the bank, | 


said that the action was one to determine 
which of two perfectly innocent parties were 
to bear the burden of loss arising through 
the fraud of third parties. The Drapery 
Trust, Ltd., he said, was a very well-known 
company, which had appointed as their 
registrar Secretarial Services, Litd.—a com- 
pany at that time in good repute. Un- 
fortunately, there was fraud in a place where 
it was not to be anticipated, and, without 
any negligen¢e whatsoever on the part of 
the Drapery Trust, that fraud was, un- 
foctematals successful. Hatry and his 
associates were practically in complete con- 
trol of Secretarial Services, said Mr. Greene, 
and they were minded at a crisis in their 
afiairs to obtain money from banks and 
others, including Lloyd’s Bank, by means of 
what, when seen now, appeared to be a 
simple fraud—by means of forged certifica- 
tions of transfers. These certifications were 
used by Hatry and his associates to defraud 
not merely Lloyd’s Bank, but several other 
banks and individuals. The claims of the 
other persons awaited the result of this case. 
On neither side could it be said that there 
was any negligence at all. Both parties were 
entirely innocent, and it was entirely due to 
the failure of the human element and the 
fraud that counsel had outlined that the 
loss occurred. The opportunity has been 
taken, continned Mr. Greene, to settle not 
merely the present action, but all other 
claims arising out of similar transactions 
with other banks, individuals and firms. 
For the purpose of getting rid of all these 
claims, the Drapery Trust has paid £123,000, 
which goes to the hanks and firms and 
individuals affected. That £123,000 represents 
25 per cent. of the nominal value of the 
shares involved in these fraudulent certifi- 
cates, 

Counsel asked for an order staving all 
further proceedings in the action, no order 
being made «s to costs. 

Mr. Justice Maugham, assenting to the 
settlement, said that in cases where plaintiff 
and defendant had been innocent victims of 
gross fraud by another party there seemed to 
be all the elements for a reasonable settle- 
ment between the parties. He was very glad 
it had been possible to reach it. 

The Drapery Trust is controlled by 
Debenhams, Ltd., which in turn is controlled 
by Debenham Securities, Ltd. The total 
capital of the combined Drapery Trust and 
Debenhams-Marshal-Harvev Nichols roups 
is approximately £27.0€9.000, As Base. y

MR. D. M°CULLOUGH’S REVIEW. 


The annual general meeting was held at 
the company’s offices, 12 Dawson street, 
Dublin, yesterday (Monday), the 20th inst., 
at 11 o'clock a.m. 

The Secretary read the notice convening the 
meeting and the statement of accounts and 
report of the auditors for the year ending 
the 3lst December. 1930. . 

The Chairman (Mr. D. McCullough), in 

moving the adoption of report and accounts, 
made the following statement :'—Í have again 
the honour to present to you the report of 
your directors and statement of accounts for 
the year ending the 3lst December, 1930, the 
sixth year of the company's existence. . 
I would like to preface my remarks with 
a note of regret for the absence from this 
annual meeting—the first he has missed—of 
our friend and colleague, Mr. Thomas Nolan, 
director and assistant manager, who has been 
confined to his house for some time through 
serious illness. We miss his genial presence 
and valuable assistance, and | am sure you 
will all join with me in conveying to him our 
sincere wishes for his speedy recovery and 
his return to the service of the company, in 
which no one took a greater pride and in- 
terest than he did. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 

On this occasion last year 1 dealt fully 
with the progress of the company since its 
inception. I do not propose, therefore, to 
cover that ground again, and will confine 
myself in my remarks to the work of the 
company during the year under review and 
the figures which it reveais. 

You are all aware, no doubt, that the year 
we have recently closed has been one of un- 
paralleled difficulty for business of every kind, 
and those in control have had many serious 
problems and difficulties to solve and sur- 
mount. Financial conditions in America and 
England have had their repercussions here, 
and conditions have been unprecedentedly bad 
for traders and the wage-earning classes, 
from whom the bulk of our business is 
obtained. It is very satisfactory, therefore, 
to find from the report and statement of 
accounts before you that your company has 
registered another year of progress and in- 
erease im all the varied branches of its 
business. 

It is axiomatic in the insurance business 
that the years of greatest activity in ex- 
pansion and increase of premium income are 
the heaviest in the percentage of costs of 
rr" It is gratifying, therefore, to 
ye able to report that a reduction in the ex- 
pense ratio ha again been secured. This 
achievement is a testimony to the careful 
management of your business, especially when 
you are assured that it has not been secured 
by a reduction in the remuneration paid to 
your staffs. Some of our largest foreign 
competitors, either through genuine or 
simulated concern at the continued bad condi- 
tions prevailing, have taken this means of 
lowering their expense ratio, but your 
directors have not considered it. They look 
tc economies in organisation to achieve their 
purpose, and believe this attitude of mind 
will meet with your approval. 

FIRE AND ACCIDENT BRANCH. 

I wish to draw your special attention to 
the extraordinary progress revealed by the 
returns of the fire and accident branch, which 
only started operations about the middle of 
1925. From a premium income of £2.854 
4s. 4d. obtained to the end of that year it 
has now risen in 1930 to the very substantial 
nett premium income of £51,270 3s. 4d.. after 
allowing for re-insurances, Claims paid and 
cutstanding amounted to £23.613 10s. ld., a 
figure which must be considered satisfactory. 
You understand, _ Of course, that the 
gross) premium income is very much 
In excess of the figures given above, 
but as your directors have always 
adopted a conservative attitude in this as 
in all other branches of your business 
adequate provision has been made by re. 
insurance, where considered advisable. thus 
reducing the premium income in our balance 
sheet to the net figure shown. 

The engineering section of the fire and 
accident branch has made rapid develo ment, 
so much so that I think I may say that we 
are now the leading office in Ireland, either 
native or foreign, in this class of insurance. 
CONSOLIDATION IN THE PROVINCES. 

In a geographical sense also 1 am pleased 
to report that progress has been steady and 
solid. Having built suitable offices to pro- 
vide for our increasing staffs in the principal! 
cities and towns, your directors proceeded to 
join up these various centres by a net- 
work of agencies and districts, and to con- 
solidate our position therein. The result of 
this policy is that no part of the Saorstat 
now remains without the service of a New 
lreland representative to push our business. 
The staff in Waterford has been so active 
and successful that your directors have found 
It necessary to purchase a much larger and 
more conimodious premises than those thev 
presently occupy. As soon as the necessary 
alterations and improvements have been made 
the work of the Waterford area will be 
directed from this new centre. Io Cork also 
the increasing demands of our company’s 
business have made it imperative to recon- 
struct vur premises there. Temporary 
accommodation has been secured pending the 
completion of the reconstruction. When this 
is finished the company will have a home 
worthy of the Southern capital and of the 
important position the New Ireland Assurance 
Company, Ltd., holds in the commercial life | 
of Munster. I believe the same comment will 
also apply to our new home in Waterford. 
Both will be a pledge of our confidence in 
the future and in the support which we 
expect from the citizens of these areas. 

A PROPHECY FULFILLED. 

Some two years ago I prophesied that by 
the close of 1930 our income would reach a 
figure of approximately one quarter million 
pounds sterling. In spite of the exceptionally 
bad times we have been passing through, 
we have virtually reached this figure in the 
year just closed—no mean achievement for a 
company just six years established. ] venture 
now to make a further prophecy—that by 
the end of 1935 our income wil! have reached 
the half million pounds sterling mark. Our 
plans are laid to secure this figure, and from 
present indications I have every confidence 
that, subject to human limitations, we will 
succeed in our purpose.
